THE SALT LAKE HOAD. 


H o w T h a t t ’ranclalae S tan d s a t th e 
P resen t T im e . 
As there is a good deal of interest felt 
in the Los Angeles and Salt Lake rail­ 
road scheme, and in the Union Pacific’s 
connection with the deal, a H e r a l d 
reporter was detailed yesterday to look 
the matter np. The franchise is a valu­ 
able one, and it grants the privilege of 
reaching the very center of the city to 
the beneficiaries of it, by allowing them 
to come down the ^.rroyo Seco and skirt 
the east Bide of the river all the way to 
the city limits. 
I t also grants to the 
companies in question probably twenty- 
five acres of land along the Arroyo Seco 
and the river. For these concessions 
the 
beneficiaries 
agree 
to 
build 
a levee similar to that of the Santa Ft* 
Company, from Hoff street, East Los 
Angeles, to the south city limits, and to 
extend the Downey-avenue and First- 
street bridges at the expense of the com­ 
panies. 
A bond was given the city in 
the sum of $10,000 for the performance 
of this agreement, with L. F. 8cott, E. 
Bouton and L. R. W inane as sureties. 
This bond was pigned, eealed and deliv­ 
ered to the Clerk of the Council, and 
was ordered on file. 
It has disappeared 
from the archives of the city, and it looks 
aa if some thief has stolen the instru­ 
ment in some crooked interest or other. 
It is a rem arkable fact that there has 
been more rascality going on in official 
circles of late years since the advent of 
the boomers than ever before,when from 
the high moral character of the larger 
portion of this new population the oppo­ 
site experience might be expected. It 
only shows that black sheep are coming 
to some extent with the new droves. 
Besides this bond those who procured 
this franchise paid $11,000 to the bridge 
company for the extension of the new 
bridges on the East Side. This was 
paid to the Mayor, and by him to the 
bridge company when the viaducts were 
accepted. The city executed a deed to 
the 
lands 
donated, 
and this lies 
in 
escrow with the First National 
Bank, to 
be given 
the 
Los 
An­ 
geles 
and 
Salt Lake railroad when 
the road is completed to Long Beach. 
The em bankment along the river is to 
be done witbin a year, that is, by the 
3rd day of next January, and w ithin four 
years from the granting of the franchise 
a connection is to be made with some 
line coming from Salt Lake. 
All there­ 
fore that has to be done at present to 
hold this franchise is to build the levee 
along the river. The Council haB asked 
the representatives of the road in this 
city why no work is being done, bat 
there has been no answer given, i t may 
be that those interested feel sore of their 
position, and will do something in time to 
secure their privileges. They will have 
to move quickly, for it appears to be the 
intention of the Council to move on 
their works as soon as time is up. It is 
known that the parties in interest have 
spent a large sum of money, probably 
five times the sum paid the bridge com­ 
pany, in surveys, in further sums to the 
bridge company 
and in other ways, 
and that they m eant to do something 
when they entered into this contract.

The Smooth Game a Milk­ 
man Played.

SUDDENLY 
DISAPPEARS. 


How He Found Out 
where Mrs. 
J. 
S. Peet Kept Her 
Ready Money. 


About a week ago, Mrs. Jsanis S. 
Peet, an artist, arrived in this city from 
New York and established herself in a 
suite of rooms in the Vickery Block on 
the corner of Main and Sonora streets. 
H er son, a lad of abont fifteen years, 
had been in Los Angeles for abont a 
m onth and when his mother arrived 
went to live with her. On the first day 
of her arrival a m an who gave the nam e 
of C. E. Roberts called on her and 
solicited her patronage, Btating th at he 
was driving a milk-wagon for Gibbs A 
Son. 
Mrs. Peet agreed to take milk 
from him and he accordingly came to 
the honse every morning. 
Upon the 
occasion of his second or third visit, he 
made some rem ark abont her son, which 
pleased M rs. Peet and she spoke to 
Roberts about securing the boy a position 
as she thought it would be well to have 
him employed. 
Roberts promised to do 
all be could for the lad as he said th at 
he had taken a great liking to him A 
day or two ago he told Mre Peet th at it 
was his intention to parchase a dairy 
and milk route and suggested th at her 
son pay half the purchase money and 
enter into paitnership with him , stating 
that he would rather have the lad than 
a great many m en, and that he coold do 
the collecting, book-keeping and other 
office work. Mrs. Peet thought this ar­ 
rangem ent would be just the thing for 
her son, as she had been very favorably 
impressed with the appearance and m an­ 
ner of Roberts, and alter talking the mat­ 
ter over decided to give her eon sufficient 
to pay for his share in the business.

and again returned to her unfinished 
breakfast. 
Roberts soon finished his 
letter, and called to Mrs. Pe9t that he 
was going out to poet it, but would re­ 
turn in a short time and drive her son 
out to their ranch, and left the room. 
On the way down stairs he met the boy, 
to whom he told the same story. Roberta 
did not come back as soon as Mrs. Peet 
expected, and although she did not sus­ 
pect him of anything wrong, it enddenly 
occurred to her that she was careless in 
leaving her money In the secretary, and 
went to the drawer in which she kept it, 
and was surprised to find her $160 gone.

T h e C a ta lin a E xcu rsion . 
The excursion to Catalina island ar­ 
ranged in honor of Admission Day, was 
a great success. The Hermosa left the 
wharf at San Pedro at a little before 10 
o’clock Monday morning with a large 
load of people, most of them from Los 
Angeles, but not a few from the sur­ 
rounding towns. 
Pasadena was espe­ 
cially well represented, as the island at 
present contains a large number of visi­ 
tors from the village of steady habits. 
The trip over was made in good time, 
on waters calm enough to be agreeable. 
No one was ill at any time in the course 
of the excursion, so that it would appear 
that the weather authorities had taken 
the excursion under their special care. 
The Hermosa band, under the leader­ 
ship of E. L. Merritt, played all the way 
over, to the enjoymeut of all on board. 
The arrival at the wharf at Avalon was 
made at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
On the way out of Ban Pedro harbor 
the Hermosa picked up tbs Aggie, which 
was making ready to start on a trip to 
the island, bearing Dan McFarland and 
a small party of friends, and towed it out 
over the bar. It arrived at the harbor 
at Avalon several hours later than the 
Hermosa, not having wind enough to 
make a very rapid trip. 
The little bay of Avalon was full of 
yachts and small craft, and lively with 
row-boats. The Paloma lay at anchor, 
and served as headquarters for Hancock 
Banning, Will and R. H. Lacy. On the 
Rambler was a jovial party of Los An­ 
geles gentlemen, of which the following 
were members: J. M. Elliott.

At half-past five the Hermosa started 
out for the Isthmus carrying in addition 
to its load of the morning a large num­ 
ber of people from Avalon who wished 
to attend the bell. The run to the Isth­ 
mus was made in a few minutes and the 
party landed and made preparations for 
the dance.

It is pretty well understood that the 
G rand Jury brought in an indictm ent 
yesterday charging 0 . K. Drane with em ­ 
bezzlem ent,and placing him under a bond 
of $6,000—that is to say he will be placed 
under that bond if he can be found and 
brought back to LosjAngeles. 
It appears 
from what evidence can be obtained by 
th e detectives, that he is now on his way 
to Australia, having started from San 
Francisco on the 26th of AugUBt. 
Drane is a young man of 32 years of 
age, who has for the last three years 
been in the employ of the San Pedro 
Lum ber Company as head book-keeper 
and cashier. He came to this State from 
Lexington, K y., where he held a position 
of trust and responsibility, but found it 
necessary to leave on account of trouble 
w ith a woman. H e had good letters, 
and was immediately given employment 
by the lum ber company. Through the 
period of the “ boom,” when the com­ 
pany was doing an enormous business, 
h e was trusted with the handling of all 
the funds and was found perfectly reli­ 
able. 
Ha lived a quiet and respectable 
life in the town of San Pedro. 
His pay 
w as advanced, and finally reached the 
figure of $250 a month. 
* 
About a year ago he began to branch 
out in society, both that of the monde 
and of the demi-monde. He would come 
op every Saturday night, and after at- 
tendfeg some party in the swell part of 
tow n would go down to the Alameda- 
Btreet end and finish up the night in 
reckless dissipation. 
He would fre­ 
quently spend two or three hundred dol­ 
lars on one spree. 
Finally he took up 
w ith a woman named Dolly Sample, and 
p nt her in a private lodging house on 
Commercial street. W hen it was learned 
th a t the couple were not man and wife 
they were driven out. 
He then hired 
part of a house on Eighth street, for 
which he paid $100 a m onth. 
To avoid 
exciting the suspicions of his employers 
he kept a room in the Ram ona for him ­ 
self alone, but rarely slept there. 
H e lavished a great deal of money on 
Dolly, purchasing at one tim e nearly 
$1,000 worth of diamonds for her. 
She 
dressed in elegant style, and the couple 
drove abont town in a fine equipage, be­ 
hind fast horses. 
About two w e e k B ago 
he began to get jealous of the woman, 
and after a num ber of rows took place 
she left him and went to San Francisco. 
H e still m aintained his place in society, 
and after the departure of his mistress 
he became very intim ate with two m ar­ 
ried women and a well known divorced. 
I t was on the 18th of last month that 
he came up to Los Angeles as was his 
regular habit of a Sunday, but he failed 
to return on Monday. 
A whole week 
passed and the company, fearing that 
something was wroiig with him , asked 
th e Lawson Agency to make inquiries. 
No suspicion was entertained of his dis­ 
honesty as his books were carefully 
kept and the company were oblivions of 
the record he was making in Los An­ 
geles as a “ blood.” It was thought that 
perhaps he was ill. 
The detectives began their search and 
heard that on the 21st of August a new 
trunk had been taken to his room at the 
Ram ona and shortly afterwards con­ 
veyed away packed full to the depot. At 
10:30 th at evening he had taken a Pull­ 
m an passage for San Francisco. The new 
trunk was easily followed in San F ran­ 
cisco, and it was learned th a t Drane bad 
left on the 26th in a steam er bound for 
M elbourne. 
An expert was sent for who studied 
through Mr. Draue’s books, and learned 
th a t he had been robbing the company 
by a very adroit system, which it was 
quite impossible for anyone not bus- 
fiicious of wbat was going on to detect, 
n the lam ber business an inventory of 
th e stock is a long and costly job, and as 
Drane was entrusted with all the cash, 
it was quite easy for him to carry on his 
scheme. 
As to the am ount which bae 
been embezzled, it is hard to make any 
estim ate. It will probably be several 
thousand dollars. 
Mr. 
Hooper wae 
quoted as putting the figures at $20,000, 
but he denies this. 
A member of the Lawson force went 
to San Francisco night before last and 
has started for Melbourne. A descrip­ 
tion of Drane has been telegraphed, and 
h e will probably be arrested on bis 
arrival.

Deep-Water Harbor on the (lu ll 
We have heretofore adverted to the 
great inter-State movement now going on 
in the inland States west of the Missis- 
eippi to induce the Government to make 
sufficient appropriations to create a deep- 
w ater harbor on the Gulf of Mexico. 
W hilst the particular point to be selected 
has been left undetermined by the con­ 
ventions that have discussed this sub­ 
ject, there seems to be a concensus of 
opinion that Galveston offers the best 
natural advantages for the proposed h a r­ 
bor. It has now twelve feet depth of 
water 
at 
its 
outer entrance, and 
could be made as deep as might be re­ 
quired for less money than it would coet 
to create a new harbor at other points. 
Be th at as it may. 
The great interior 
cis-Mississippi States are 
determ ined 
that the Government shall provide them 
with a harbor on the Gnlf, so as to give 
them a short ocean outlet for their vaRt 
productions. The surplus of breadstuffs 
and meats produced in 1888 by the States 
dem anding this outlet amounted to 24,­ 
935,235 tons. 
This surplus is mainly 
shipped to Europe, and the difference in 
cost of freight to the W estern farmer, 
who 
hAB 
now 
to 
send 
it 
via 
New York, would 
be 
$121,683,940. 
If 
a 
good 
deep - Bea 
harbor 
can be created on the Gulf at a cost of 
$10,000,000, as is claimed, it requires no 
other argum ent than is shown by these 
figures to justify the immediate under­ 
taking of the work by the Government. 
The W estern States are in earnest on 
this subject. They have met several 
times in convention and fully taken the 
m atter into consideration in all its bear­ 
ings, and the power they will be enabled 
to wield in Congress hereafter will assure 
the appropriation before long. 
No part ot the country weBt of the Mis­ 
sissippi would be more greatly benefited 
by the success of this great project than 
California, and especially would this 
section of the State be advantaged by it. 
The distance from Los Angeles to New 
York, as freight now travels, is 3,040 
m iles; w hilst the distance to the Gnlf 
from here is only 1,165 miles. 
Here is a 
saving of land freightage on all products 
shipped to Europe from Los Angeles of 
1.875 miles. 
The cost of transportation 
by rail averages three-quarters of a cent 
per ton per mile, therefore by saving 
1.875 
miles 
of 
rail-banl on freight 
shipped 
from 
here 
to 
Europe, 
we would save $14.06 per ton againBt the 
cost of the long-haul to New York. It 
will not be long before we shall make 
very heavy shipments of our wines, 
dried grapes, raisins and other products 
to Europe. 
A deep-sea harbor at the 
Gulf would therefore be of infinite ad­ 
vantage to ns, and enable us to compete 
with oar productions in foreign markets 
with those of other countries, whereas 
a t present, on account of the high cost 
of transportation, we are precluded from 
doing so. 
But great as would be the advantage 
to our producers of this short haul, a 
deep harbor on the Gulf would be of-in- 
conceivable value to the City of Los An­ 
geles in a commercial sense. It would 
place our city immediately at the gate­ 
way of the Oriental-European trade. 
The traffic between China and other 
Eastern points to Europe would come by 
the short route. It wonld come to this 
city and thence to tbe Gulf harbor, in­ 
stead of going to San Francisco to be 
handicapped with the cost of 500 miles 
more of transportation than from this 
point. 
W hilst the great 
W estern 
inland 
States are urging 
upon Congress for 
a deep water harbor on the Gulf, we 
should throw all our energies into the 
work of securing a sufficient appropria­ 
tion to perfect our deep-water harbor at 
San Pedro. 
This is the age of rapid transit all over 
the world. The shorter routes between 
given points are the ones that will carry 
off the traffic. And there is no doubt 
th at with a deep-water harbor in the 
Gulf shortening the land distance 1,875 
miles from the Orient to Europe, the 
Isthm us of Suer would be abandoned by 
the tea ships, and the line of traffic trans­ 
ferred to the short railroad route that is 
in operation between this city and the 
nearest point on the Atlantic side.

make it impossible to send out a car. No 
human power can save the sailors if the 
wind continues blowing as it has now for 
ten hours, and not a single sail of tbe 
sixty remaining in the harbor will be 
afloat. 
Both wooden piers have Ireen 
destroyed. 
The Captain of the tug Argus coming 
down the bay this morning, said there 
were eight men in the rigging of 
schooner near a fourteen-foot bank in a 
very dangerous poeition. The Captain 
being unable to reach the steamer, came 
to the breakwater and endeavored to get 
the life-saving crew to go to their rescue, 
and offered to tow their boat up, but the 
crew were nearly exhausted by many 
hours of continuous working, and the 
Captain of the Btation did not feel justi­ 
fied in leaving his post. The Argus 
therefore returned alone to the scene 
of the wreck. Nothing is known as to the 
success of the dangerous undertaking.

Many Vessels R un A shore « n i L ive9 
of C rew s and P assen g ers 
Lost

P h i l a d e l p h i a , September 11. — The 
following dispatch, dated Atlantic City. 
N. J ., via Absecon, N .J., has just been 
received h ere: 
At 11 o’clock the island 
is nearly inundated. The severest storm 
in twenty-five years is raging. The loss 
here will be great. 
At intervals in the 
last hour the velocity of the wind has 
been at tbe rate of 61 to 62 miles an hour. 
The wind still blows from the North- 
northeast ¡with no prospect of changing. 
The chief damage done is along the 
beach. The seas are beating twenty feet

above 
the 
inlet 
pavilions. 
Plum ’s, Sm ith’s

let hotels are Lin im m inent danger of 
destruction. There are very few sec­ 
tions of board walk standing on North 
Carolina avenue. 
The 
Seaside batli 
house went down before a mountainous 
wave. Jackson’s bath houses are nearly 
all gone. 
Dr. W M t’s drug store, Smith 
Brady’s baths trad other pavilions are 
all in ruins. 
Bew’s bathing parlorB and 
summer bath houses are almost a total 
wreck. The Windsor hotel withstood 
the morning tide, although the founda­ 
tions suffered greatly. 
Many of ths 
guests of this house have eought other 
quarters. The Hotel Brighton has sus­ 
tained no loss, although the lawn is cov 
ered with water. 
A ehort distance below Howard Pier, 
a woman holding a child in her arm s 
was lifted op by the wind and thrown into 
the water. Waller Field jumped into the 
waler and rescued the couple. 
Two 
large boarding houses, th e Gladstone 
and Cincinnati, each containing twenty 
rooms, were raised from their founda 
tions and crushed like kindling wood 
Destruction at Longport is great, hut to 
what extent is unknown now. No trainB 
for Philadelphia went out upon either 
road since 6 :55. 
All day the residents 
of the city have been rowing out to the

joining hands and wading through water 
waist deep. They brought ladies to tbe 
cars one by one, seated on their joined 
hands.

was a perilous undertaking, and several 
tim es the rescuers were knocked down. 
Mr. Stockes, one of the rescuing party, 
was washed out to sea, but an incoming 
wave threw him back towards the beach, 
and he was saved. 


PILOTS CARRIED AWAY. 
N ew Y o rk, September 11.—A report 
from quarantine says a number of steam­ 
ers proceeded to sea today, including two 
Bremen steamers and a Cunard line 
steamer. 
The pilots on board these ves­ 
sels will undoubtedly be carried off, as 
no pilot boats are in sight to land them. 
Another report from quarantine says: 
The storm continues with the wind 
freshing from the east and northeast, and 
a high sea running. Great damage is 
being done to property along the Staten 
island 
shore. Several steam ers and 
pilot boats are anchored in Gravesend 
bay, outward bound. In all, nine pilots

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , September 11.—A dis­ 
patch from Laurel, Del., says the etoim 
was the most furiouB ever known.

least two score of vessels have been 
beached. The beach from Rehboth to 
Lewes is strewn W’th wrecks. It ii 
thought at least fifty lives have been 
lost. 
Men were seen clinging to the rig­ 
ging of the fast sinking vessels,frantically 
yelling for help. The Ine-saving crew 
were powerless to render assistance, ow­ 
ing to the fury of the gale. 
It was a ter­

blown down. 
Many of tho cottagers will 
have^ to build new bulkheads. &Trees 
were blown down in all paris of town, 
and the shrubbery on the lawns of the 
cottages was torn up by the roots.
